THE TRUTH TOLÜ. 
Th ere are several *‘good friends” 
of Jefferson City wh o h ave joined 
th e press of th ai place in th e de­ 
liberate 
attempt 
to deceive 
th e 
people of th e state as to th e cost of 
erecting public buildings, and, after 
quoting th e amounts spent by sev­ 
eral states for capitol buildings, 
make th e claim th at capital removal 
will cost th e taxpayers of Missouri 
millions of dollars. 
To all such Sedalia h as a suffi- 
cienf answer: 
Th e governor of 
Missouri a p­ 
pointed two disinterested arch itects 
to examine and report th e cost of 
erecting new state buildings. 
Th ese arch itects, selected because 
th ey were experts and worth y of 
confidence, 
reported to th e gov­ 
ernor th at all of th ese buildings can 
be erected for about $600,000. 
Th ereupon th e people of Sedalia 
made a perfectly solvent bond guar­ 
anteeing to pay th is expense and 
save th e people of th e state from 
expenditure of a single dollar in 
connection with removal. 
Gov. Wm. J. Stone, an official 
wh o IS perfectly impartial as be­ 
tween Sedalia and Jefferson 
City, 
approved th at bond as 
sufficient 
and issued a proclamation to th at 
effect. 
Now will th e voters of Missouri 
believe th e official declaration of 
Governor Stone, a public servant 
wh ose duty it is to pass upon th e 
question at issue, or will th ey be­ 
lieve th e unsupported statement of 
th ose wh o are 
interested eith er 
financially or th rough sentiment in 
keeping th e capital wh ere it is? 
Governor Stone is th e servant of 
th e wh ole people and h as no per­ 
sonal interest in th e matter. 
Th ose wh ose statements go coun­ 
ter to h is h ave a personal interest 
in keeping th e capital wh ere it is. 
Let th e fair-minded voters of 
Missouri decide wh eth er th ey will 
take th e official statement of th e 
governor or th e unsupported utter­ 
ances of interested parties.
